It simply makes the ability of one 
plant or company equal to the abil­ 
ity of th,* entire group of plants or 
companies that are interconnected. 
It assures users of electric service 
uninterrupted service by eliminating 
the hazards of dependence upon a 
single plant or group of plants.
